ARCATA - Last year was a busy one for the Planning 
Commission, as, in 19 meetings and four study sessions, 
they worked through multiple policies key to Arcata’s fu- 
ture, mainly centering on housing.

Commission Chair Scott Davies last week briefed 
the City Council on its update of the General Plan 2045 
and its Gateway Area Plan element, which have large- 
ly eclipsed most other work. Noting the workload and 
the presence of several new members, Davies asked the 
council to sponsor training, and to consider a regional 
collaboration to bring that about. 

This year, the Planco will complete its General Plan 
work, tackle the Local Coastal Plan update, and look at 
streamlining permitting, regional planning, targeted re- 
development and historic preservation.

and other county depart- 
ments to work “coopera- 


tered with garbage, feces and 
burnt vehicles. Residents 
have lodged complaints 


tively with the District to 
support the safe, humane 
and respectful removal and 
on-going monitoring of en- 
campments” in the Manila 
Dunes Recreation Area. 

The district has identified 
at least 10 encampments lo- 
cated on the dunes it owns 
on the west side of town. In 
one of those camps, human 
remains were discovered on 
Jan. 5. 

Hours before the Manila 
board meeting, the Sheriff's 
Office released a statement 
that the body found was 
56-year-old Manila resident 
Pete William Dibean, who 
lived in an established tin 
shack in the dune forest on 
the south end of town. 

An autopsy was con- 
ducted on Jan. 10 and the 
Sheriff's Office determined 
that it was a homicide 
case. Sheriff's Capt. Bryan 
Quenell said at the Jan. 16 
district meeting that Dibean 
was shot with a gun and that 
there is a “person of inter- 
est” that law enforcement is 
looking for. No other details 
were available. 

“The Humboldt County 
Sheriff's Office extends our 
deepest sympathies to Pete 
Dibean’s family and friends 
during this difficult time,” 
stated a press release from 
the Sheriff's Office. 

During public comments, 
a resident who lives at the 
south end of Manila said 
that Dibean was “the go-to 
guy” that residents could 
talk to about problems in 
the encampments. 

“He moderated some of 
the more extreme behavior 
out there,” the man said “I 
called him the mayor.” 

The man said that Dibean 
used to slash and burn vege- 
tation adjacent to trails and 
use an accelerant to do so. 
“Only once” did the fire get 
out of control, he said. 

“There’s going to be a lot 
of stupid stuff happening 
now that he’s gone,” he told 
the board. 

For years, the dunes have 
been plagued by camps lit- 


about aggressive dogs and 
people screaming at night. 

“District efforts to ad- 
dress encampments go back 
several years but only in the 
last few years have campers 
become aggressive towards 
other users with multiple 
aggressive dog incursions 
and increasing complaints 
to the district about nefari- 
ous activities throughout the 
community they attribute to 
the encampments,” states a 
staff report provided to the 
Manila board by district 
Manager Chris Drop. 

Following the discov- 
ery of Dibean’s body in the 
woods, Third District Super- 
visor Mike Wilson contacted 
the district and encouraged 
it to make a policy state- 
ment on the encampments. 

Wilson said its import- 
ant for the district to clearly 
state that its wants the en- 
campments removed from 
its property so the county 
has clear direction on what 
to do about the problem. 

“As the stewards of the 
land, we need to know what 
direction you want us to 
move in,” Capt. Quenell 
said. “We can’t do this 
alone.” 

Quenell said the Sheriffs 
Office will work together 
with county social services 
to try to find alternatives 
for the people living in the 
dunes. The process will take 
three to six months, he said. 

Connie Beck, the director 
of the Department of Health 
and Human Services, said 
that her department will try 
to find people housing, even 
those who have dogs 

Quenell noted that re- 
moving people from the 
dunes is not an eviction 
because they are trespass- 
ing. He said that deputies 
typically ask people to leave 
multiple times. 

“We want to give them 
the options and have them 
make decisions on what 
they want to do,” Quenell 
said. “We get voluntary 
compliance 99 percent of 
the time.”

One time-consuming topic has been the vexing issue of 
inclusionary zoning — incentivizing developers to create af- 
fordable units by letting them build at higher, more profit- 
able densities or deleting costly design features. 

The equation is a complex one, though, especially with state 
Density Bonus law, which could allow more profitable projects 
for developers and let them ignore Arcata’s standards, 

The Planco had recommended that, beginning with projects 
of 30 units or more, developers would have to include 3 per- 
cent of the units for very low-income or 6 percent for low-in- 
come residents plus 10 percent for median income residents. 

All told, noted Community Development Director David 
Loya, “Every single project is going to have at least 13 percent 
affordable housing, and up to 16 percent affordable housing 
if they're subject to our inclusionary zoning requirement.” 

Councilmembers were concerned about the 30-unit 
threshold. Councilmember Sarah Schaefer wondered about 
how realistic it was, asking “how many 30-unit projects do we 
really see coming across the planning table, and are we ever 
really going to see this triggered with a number that high?” 

Loya said there haven’t been many, though some are 
pending, and because of new infill zoning offering incen- 
tives in opportunity zones with commercial mixed use, “I 
think you’re about to see more, bigger projects.” 

Mayor Meredith Matthews said she wanted to “err on the 
side of trying to house low-income, which is me and people 
that work in Arcata.” She recommended implementing the 
policy, seeing how developers respond with projects and 
possibly revise the standards accordingly. 

“Either those percentages need to go up, or that unit

door areas for recreation, a 
picnic area, social/entertain- 
ment events,” according to 
Life Plan Humboldt’s web- 
site. 

Architects are now de- 
signing the community. By 
the end of this year, Life Plan 
will begin selling the units. 
Construction will begin once 
70 percent of the units are 
sold and bond financing is 
obtained, according to Lind- 
say. 

If all goes as planned, the 
first residents will move in 
sometime in 2027. 

“We're the little engine 
that could and we're gather- 
ing steam,” Lindsay said.

The non profit We Are Up 
is working on another unique 
project, this one located on 
15.45 acres located east of 
the Grocery Outlet. The 
project will include about 50 
units, providing housing for 
69 residents. It will include a 
community center, a green- 
house, gardens and acres of 
open space. 

Mary Keehn, the founder 
of We Are Up, said the hous- 
ing would be for disabled 
people, seniors, students and 
medical professionals. The 
idea is to have people inter- 
acting with each other rather 
than being isolated. 

Keehn’s motivation for 
doing the project is personal. 

“After my stepdad passed 
away, my mother went from 
being vibrant to being isolat- 
ed,” Keehn said. “She just sat 
around and watched televi- 
sion and lost all her abilities, 
but we moved her up here, 
where she was able to inter- 


act with the grandkids, and 
she just sprang back to life. It 
was really remarkable. And 
instead of being isolated, she 
ended up passing away at 96 
surrounded by family.” 

Keehn is also motivated 
by her 16-year-old grand- 
daughter, who has autism. 

Five years ago, Keehn 
said, she became the child’s 
legal guardian. At the time, 
the child’s abilities were lim- 
ited. She could not shower 
herself, use a microwave and 
didn’t know the difference 
between a penny and a nick- 
el.

Community Forest 
and BMX track 

By the end of this month, 
the McKinleyville Communi- 
ty Services District will likely 
own the new McKinleyville 
Community Forest, said dis- 
trict manager Pat Kaspari. 

In 2020, the California 
Natural Resources Agency 
awarded $3.8 million to the 
Trust for Public Lands to 
acquire the property from 
Green Diamond Resource 
Company. The Trust for 
Public Lands is working with 
Green Diamond to transfer 
the property to the MCSD. 


The process has taken years, 
but is expected to be com- 
pleted soon. 

The 599 acres of forest- 
land is located on the east 
side of town and stretches 
from Murray Road to Hunts 
Drive. 

The MCSD plans to build 
a parking lot with room for 
horse trailers on Murray 
Road near the top of the hill. 
The other access point will 
be at the end of First Road. 

“We are actively getting 
into the planning phase 
now,” Kaspari said. 

In February or March, the 
MCSD will solicit bids for 
construction of a park and 
BMX track on three acres its 
owns at the corner School 
Road and Washington Av- 
enue. Construction would 
begin this summer, with the 
project completed by March 
2025. 

The park will include 
a BMX track, a pickleball 
court, a half basketball court, 
a bathroom/concession 
stand, a parking lot, trails 
and a lawn area. 
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The city’s interim compliance re- 
flects an attempt to carry out the will of 
the electorate while getting a definitive 
ruling as to whether doing so is lawful, 
or something that could be the basis of 
costly legal action against the city. 

“Such a declaration is necessary and 
appropriate at this time so that Plaintiff 
may ascertain Plaintiffs duties without 
being subjected to liability for violation 
of Measure M, Military and Veterans 
Code section 617, or the United States 
Flag Code,” stated the city in a March 
30, 2023 court filing by City Attorneys 
Nancy Diamond and Kaitlyn Wilson. 

“Measure M does not comply with 
state or federal law, which provides 
that the American flag fly at the top of 
all flagpoles,” states the complaint. It 
cites the U.S. Constitution’s Supremacy 
Clause, which declares that federal law 
overrides state and local law, and notes 
that as a general law city, Arcata must 
comply with state law as well. 

The complaint cites the California 
Military and Veterans Code as well as 
U.S. Code Chapter 1, Section 7(f) , which 
states, “When flags of States, cities, or 
localities, or pennants of societies are 
flown on the same halyard with the flag 
of the United States, the latter should 
always be at the peak. When flags are 
flown from adjacent staffs, the flag of 
the United States should be hoisted first 
and lowered last. No such flag or pen- 
nant may be placed above the flag of the 
United States or to the United States 
flag’s right.” 

Which seems pretty clear. Or is it? 

A May 10, 2023 reply to the city’s 
complaint by Citizens in Support of 
Measure M, represented pro bono by 
local attorney Eric V. Kirk, acknowledg- 
es the existence of the various state and 
federal laws, but calls their applicability 
in the flag matter an “improper intru- 
sion of the judiciary into legislative and 
executive powers.” 

The reply acknowledges the Suprem- 
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acy Clause, but denies “the contention 
that United States federal laws regard- 
ing the positions of flags have suprema- 
cy over states as the United States Con- 
stitution does not grant that power to 
the United States government.” 

The reply invokes multiple sections 
of the California Constitution which 
protect voter rights, elections and the 
initiative process, as well as freedom of 
expression. 

It concludes by stating, “Measure 
M should be upheld because initiative 
power must be liberally construed to 
promote the democratic process; all 
reasonable doubts must be in favor of 
its exercise; a passed ballot measure is 
presumed valid; mere doubts as to va- 
lidity are insufficient; and such mea- 
sures must be upheld unless their un- 
constitutionality clearly, positively, and 
unmistakably appears.” 

After a months-long pause, the 
wheels of justice started grinding 
again in December, and the city — now 
represented by Diamond and Angela 
Schrimp de la Vergne and Julia R. Ma- 
rostica of White Brenner LLP — filed a 
memorandum in support of a motion 
for judgment restating its case and re- 
plying to the Measure M side’s reply. 

“A voter initiative cannot contravene 
a state mandate,” states the memo. In 
answer to the reply’s frequent reference 
to the state constitution, it questions 
their relevance, repeatedly stating that 
“Defendant does not elucidate why this 
constitutional provision would require 
City to enact Measure M and contra- 
vene State statute.” 

Concludes the memo, “The Court 
should issue a declaration that the City 
of Arcata has a duty as a general law city 
to follow the strictures of the California 
Military and Veterans Code, and that 
Measure M violates California Military 
and Veterans Code section 617 and can- 
not be implemented.” 

Ina Dec. 8 filing, the Citizens in Sup- 
port of Measure M dismiss federal flag 
laws as merely advisory, and cast the 
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voter-approved initiative as a protected 
First Amendment expression. It cites 
case law in support of the initiative pro- 
cess, and concludes, “As Measure M is 
a protected political expression passed 
through a power reserved by the people, 
it should be upheld in light of the inap- 
plicability of federal statutes and the 
vague intentions of the state statutes, 
with no explicit intention to override lo- 
cal initiatives. The flags should remain 
in their current position per the will of 
the Arcata voters.” 

In a late December brief, the city 
holds that “Measure M seeks to regulate 
the City’s speech, not the speech of its 
voters... As such, this speech does not 
constitute the speech of Arcata’s voters 
and must comply with state law.” 

A December filing by the Measure M 
side again holds the initiative process 
and the voters’ expressed will as im- 
mune to state and federal regulation. 

Briefs filed by both sides restate the 
major arguments in dense detail, both 
citing extensive, if selective case law in 
support of their points. Both describe 
the other’s citations as irrelevant and 
overreaching, creating something of a 
legal fog that only a definitive court rul- 
ing might dissipate. 

Hearing aftermath 

Measure M proponent Dave Meserve 
said Friday’s court hearing encapsulat- 
ed the controversy. “Mostly, it was a 
recap of the legal arguments that both 
sides have been submitting for the past 
few months,” he said, “Our position 
is that a ballot initiative is protected 
speech, under the California constitu- 
tion. We are hoping for a good outcome 
that will allow the Earth flag to continue 
flying at the top of Arcata flagpoles.” 

City Manager Karen Diemer said 
the hearing was a positive experience 
for all. “Both sides did a great job,” 
she said. “It is much more fun to be 
in court arguing the merits and inter- 
pretation of law than muddled facts. I 
think everyone enjoyed the civility and 
intellectual puzzle.”

Ina Dec. 8 filing, the Citizens in Sup- 
port of Measure M dismiss federal flag 
laws as merely advisory, and cast the 
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voter-approved initiative as a protected 
First Amendment expression. It cites 
case law in support of the initiative pro- 
cess, and concludes, “As Measure M is 
a protected political expression passed 
through a power reserved by the people, 
it should be upheld in light of the inap- 
plicability of federal statutes and the 
vague intentions of the state statutes, 
with no explicit intention to override lo- 
cal initiatives. The flags should remain 
in their current position per the will of 
the Arcata voters.” 

In a late December brief, the city 
holds that “Measure M seeks to regulate 
the City’s speech, not the speech of its 
voters... As such, this speech does not 
constitute the speech of Arcata’s voters 
and must comply with state law.” 

A December filing by the Measure M 
side again holds the initiative process 
and the voters’ expressed will as im- 
mune to state and federal regulation. 

Briefs filed by both sides restate the 
major arguments in dense detail, both 
citing extensive, if selective case law in 
support of their points. Both describe 
the other’s citations as irrelevant and 
overreaching, creating something of a 
legal fog that only a definitive court rul- 
ing might dissipate. 

Hearing aftermath 

Measure M proponent Dave Meserve 
said Friday’s court hearing encapsulat- 
ed the controversy. “Mostly, it was a 
recap of the legal arguments that both 
sides have been submitting for the past 
few months,” he said, “Our position 
is that a ballot initiative is protected 
speech, under the California constitu- 
tion. We are hoping for a good outcome 
that will allow the Earth flag to continue 
flying at the top of Arcata flagpoles.” 

City Manager Karen Diemer said 
the hearing was a positive experience 
for all. “Both sides did a great job,” 
she said. “It is much more fun to be 
in court arguing the merits and inter- 
pretation of law than muddled facts. I 
think everyone enjoyed the civility and 
intellectual puzzle.”

I remember how worried I was when 
our County began to draft its Cannabis or- 
dinance to help transition from medical to 
legal cultivation. Instead of following the 
rather successful path that had been pio- 
neered over the prior 40 years, our Coun- 
ty got boondoggled by the age old trap; if 
something works, let’s make it bigger! 

The earlier successful model relied most- 
ly on small, live in cultivation sites utilizing 
mostly organic and water wise techniques.

These crops 
were highly desirable and made a name for 
Humboldt product that kept not only the 
demand high but the price as well. 

The original ordinance passed by the 
county was a great start, but failed to con- 
sider many issues raised by the public 
many of whom read and commented on the 
Draft EIR. It allowed very large grows and 
lots of them by people who had no relation- 
ship with the watersheds, the old roads, the 
wildlife or their neighbors. 

The consequence? There’s been a satu- 
ration of product cultivated with technol- 
ogies that cause nuisance in the neigh- 
borhoods. 

The growers aren’t making the kind of 
profit they would like and the neighbors 
don’t like the drying creek beds, nor the in- 
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trusion into their multi generational rural 
lifestyles. Most County residents don’t like 
the over drawing of our scant water supply 
and disruption of our wildlife. 

Vote yes on Measure A. It’s what the 
majority of people in Humboldt want. It’s 
what we all need for a sane and safe canna- 
bis cultivation model.

Primary panic 


The primary season is upon us, literally 
physically right on top of us.

This is the ultimate 
popularity contest for one of the greatest 
prizes in the world. And it is a shame that it 
has become just a sham. 

And then we have the third party option, 
currently called the No Labels party.

Together 
these documents will be 
called the “Arcata Gen- 
eral Plan 2045.” The Ar- 
cata General Plan 2045 
seeks to build upon but 
not substantially change 
the vision established in 
the Arcata 2020 Gener- 
al Plan (adopted in the 
year 2000). The Arcata 
General Plan 2045 will 
also update the goals, 
policies, and implemen- 
tation programs that ar- 
ticulate the vision for the 
City’s long-term physical 
and economic develop- 
ment, while preserving 
open space areas and 
enhancing the quality of 
life for Arcata residents. 
The Arcata General Plan 
2045 is anticipated to be 
adopted in late 2022. 

As a part of this Project, 
all existing General Plan 
Elements (other than the 
Housing Element) will 
receive minor focused 
updates to: 

* Satisfy modern State 
mandates for General 
Plans that have been is- 
sued since the General 
Plan was last updated; 

*« Re-emphasize infill 
development to preserve 
greenbelts around the 
City; 

* Adjust to cli- 
mate-change and _ pro- 
mote sustainability; 

* Promote social justice 
and racial equity; 

* Amend inconsisten- 
cies; and 

* Ensure consistency 
and compliance with oth- 
er City plans that have 
been adopted or revised 
in recent years, such as 
the 2019 Housing Ele- 
ment. 

California Government 
Code, Section 65302, 
subdivision. (h)(1)  re- 
quires an Environmental 
Justice element in the 


General Plans of cer- 
tain communities. Ar- 
cata does not meet the 
thresholds for such an 
Element to be required 
because the City does 
not contain any Disad- 
vantaged Communities 
as identified by the Cal- 
ifornia Environmental 
Protection Agency Pur- 
suant to Section 39711 
of the Health and Safety 
Code. Instead, the City 
is electing to reflect so- 
cial justice and racial 
equity values in all El- 
ements of the General 
Plan. Since the Housing 
Element was _ updated 
and adopted in late 2019, 
the Housing Element will 
not be modified as a part 
of this Project. 

In addition to the minor 
updates outlined above, 
the following General 
Plan Elements will re- 
ceive additional, more 
comprehensive updates 
to accommodate more 
targeted infill policies and 
ensure consistency with 
the Gateway Area Plan:

performing known and not so well-known works. 

First on the program are two sonatas from the Baroque 
period, one by Loeillet and the other by Handel. These are 
performed on alto recorder, ’cello and harpsichord by Mi- 
chael Kibbe, alto recorder; Elizabeth Morrison, ’cello and 
Gregory Granoff, harpsichord. 

First up will be G.F. Handel’s Sonata in G minor, op 
1 #2. Composed in 1712, the work is in four movements. 
The outer two movements are in common 4/4 time while 
the inner movements are in 3. So, the underlying struc- 
ture displays a symmetry that’s generally pleasing. Around 
the time this was written, the composer had just moved 
to London after having built a reputation in Hamburg and 
Italy. 

The next trio-sonata is by Jean-Baptiste Loeillet. He 
was born in Ghent, Belgium and added “of Ghent” to his 
surname to distinguish himself from a cousin by the same 
name who lived in London who, not surprisingly, added 
“of London” to his surname for the same reason. Loeillet 
was proficient on the recorder, flute, oboe, and harpsi- 
chord and was reputed to be an excellent teacher of the 
harpsichord.
